The boom in the price 
of tba weed baa been tba moat remarks- 
ble for ycarH. Country dealers here- 
abouts have all struck it rich this time 
and numbara of them hava mada oom- 
fortflble fortunes. If the Bullitin has 
any regrets, it is that the advance didn't 
coma a little sooner, or the farmera — tlie 
growers— didn't hold on a little longar, ao 
that the profits might have bean more 
widely dintril)ute<l, instead of going into 
the handa of tba few. But than tba 
bnyera havan't baan making vary mneb 
off of the weed for several seasons, and 
tba farmera can console tbemsalres with 
tha idaa that thay will probably raap 
their share of the profits in the long run, 
bacaoae tba pricea will undoubtedly keep 
op for tha nast yaar or ao.

Judge Cola i^ad OqpoMMiwfalth'^ 
tomey Sallee left on the noon train to- 
day for Morehead. The regular August 
term of the Rowan Circuit Court eon- 
venea at that place toonorrow mor ning , 
and these turo officials will be on hand 
to enter open the discharge of their re- 
speotive dotiaa aa ladga and pteaae a te r . 
If reports are true, the condition of 
aflfairs in Rowan County is ss unpromis- 
ing as ever to loven of law and order, 
and just as disgraceful to the State now 
as at any time in the past. To the good 
people of Kentucky this has long been 
a serious matter, and the question is, is 
there no way of putting a stop to this 
lawlessness. Is there no means by which 
this lawleaa element can be got at and 
forever craabed ontf Are troopa to be 
called out to preserve order at every 
term of court 7 If so, bettor repeal the 
aet eatabUahing the eonnty, and let the 
various counties out of which it was 
originally carved, resume control within 
their former boandarlaa. Indeed thia 
seems to be the only solution, and the 
quickest solution of the question. One 
croird up there la about as deep la tite 
mire as the other is in the mud. 

It was stated in last Saturday's Evkn- 
iNO BcLLBTiN that the Governor had or. 
dered a detachment of State troops to 
proceed to Morehead to aid in maintain- 
ing order during the sitting of the court. 

The call for troops had been refused 
up to last Saturday, but after a consulta- 
tion with Judge Cole and Captain McKee 
the Governor changed hia mind and 
ordered the detaebmaat. Tlw dateil 
will (^onsist of two oompaalaa of thirty 
members each, acoompaaled by a aaotlaa 
of ten men with a OatUng gno/ all la 
command of Captain Lewia W. Mc- 
Kee, of Lawrenceburg. Captain McKee 
will report to Judge Cole wtth hia aon- 
mand to-day, with inatructions to protect 
the court and maintain peace and order 
only, and not to perform apedal police 
and bailiff duty, as the soldiers have 
hitherto been required todo. Provisions 
will be forwarded for at least twelve 
days — the term of the court. 

Had troops not been ordered to More- 
head troublous times might have been 
expected. Persons well posted in 
Rowan County affairs are certain there 
would have liecn a collision between the 
two factions. A, fight begun and there is 
no tolling where it all wottM ^ave 
eniled. Undoubtedly the conlliut would 
have been a bloody one. A special 
from Owingavilla Batttftef aoaflraM this 
belief. It says: "Reports of warlike 
preparations are rife. One report says 
that the wooda of Rowan around More- 
head are thick with prowlins: bands of 
armed men. One lady, who was out a 
short distance from the town gathering 
berries Friday, ran upon a squad of 
twenty men and another of fifteen men 
and twenty horses, saddled and picketed. 
A gang of six, with the notorious^Green 
Mannin, late Marshal of Morehead, who 
had the warrant for the Logan boys who 
were murdered, and who mireeuloualy 
escaped with bis lila whan ToUlvar was 
killed, passed thpoa^h. OwlapflUe 
Thursday night. 

"Other rumors, more or lem reliable, 
are in circulation. One party in Rowan 
County writing to another near that 
place said that he had gathered together 
there 150 men. A report, considered 
reliable, is to the effect that 92,500 have 
baaa lavaatad la Wlaohaatar rlflaa."' 

Colonel Z. T. Young's two sons are to 
answer the charge of murder at the pres- 
ent term, and we aia told that oa the 
Governor's deciding some days ago not 
to send any troops to Morehead, Colonel 
Young told him in plain words that he 
didn't intend that hia aopa g^nU go to 
Rowan to be shot down~a f iathlng be 
was convinced would take plaoa— and if 
the State didn't protect them he would. 
Coupled with hia information ia the re> 
port that Colonel Young had armed 
about One hundred of hia frienda with 
Wiaeheater rllea, and had Intended 
taking them along as a guard for himself 
ant^ boys. We can not say how much 
truth Ihai4 M^lK leporfi. 

The peaceable citizens of Morehead 
were certainly expecting lively times, 
and had c M nBs a aieed leaving lait Bat> 

urday. 

In view of all this, the newa from 
Rowan will be anxiously awaited for for 
the next few days. It is to be hoped 
that it will be of a peaceful character.

A very noticeable thing about Mavf- 
ville ia that .when any building is de- 
stroyed by Are here it is generally re- 
placed by another that is alwaya a hand- 
some improvement over the one burned. 
At least such has been the case for the 
peat flftaan or twenty yeara. There are 
towaa in Keatooky where thIa doae not 
bold true, and it certainly speaks well of 
Mayaville'a continued improvement and 
steady growth. 

When Daulton Bros', livery and sale 
stable, on Second street near Wall, was 
burned to the ground a few montha ago, 
few people had any idea that it would be 
replaced in so short a time by such a 
handsome improvement as is now to be 
seen on the site of the burned building. 
The " PhoBQix Livery and Sale Suble," 
— ithat is the name their place will he 
known by hereafter— is about completed. 
It is now occupied, and the finishing 
touches will be given in a day or so. We 
think we are safe in saying that no city 
in the State can preaent a finer and more 
complete building of the kind. 

The main building baa a frontage of 
forty-four feet on the aeoth side of Second 

street, and ex'emls liick a distance of one 
hundred and sixty-five feet. It is two 
storlaa high the full lengUi. Thafraatla 
ahandRoiiieoneof pressedbriekwHh free- 
stone trimmings and galfairiaad iron oor- 
alea. The walla are all biUk, aad are all 

built with a view nf iiSotdlag as great a 
protection from tire as poaribla. Fronting 
the aMda aatraaoa ia a drive affording 
an easy ascent for horaaa aad vebiolsa in 
reaching the second story. 

On the ground floor of thia building 
there sre ninety-six stalls, and on the 
second floor are fifty more which can be 
used in cases of emergency. The but;- 
gies, carriagsa and other vehicles twloog- 
ing to ttia Arm are alao kept on the 
second floor. The oflSce is found xt the 
left aa you enter, and ia a large and siry 
room. The white walla are ornamented 

with pictures of Iroqnois, Ten Broeck, 
Maud S., Longfellow, Fuxall and other 
famona horaaa. Immedtately In the rear 

of th« oflice are store rooms for harnefls, 
i&u. A flight of Htairs leads from these 
rooms to a bed-room on the Second floor. 

To the rijiht of tiie main entnuice is 
found a ladies' waiting-room, furnished 
with handsome brosaals carpet, and fitted 
up with bureaii, mirror, divans, a Hofa- 
lounge, wasliatand and all the conven 
iences required to make such a room 
complete. The walls of this room are 
alao ornamented with pictures. It has 
two entrances— one from the atreet and 
another from the stable. 

A Ijoining the main building on the 
east is an addition constructed on the same 
substantial order, fronting twenbr>three 
feet and seven Inebaa on 'Second atreet 
and extending back the full length of the 
lot— one hundred and sixty-five feet. On 
the flrst floor of this addition are twenty^ 
live stalls. I III mediately over these stalls, 
as far removed from the main stable as poa- 
sibtoand aeparalad fraarit bf aa alght- 
een-inch brick wall, ia a mow for hay and 
other feed of a combustible nature. On 
the ground floor of this addMoa ia alao 
found the "Boulevard"— a drive some 
fifteen or twenty feet wide and the full 
length of the building. The firm are ex- 
tensive dealers in horses, and thia drive 
is to be used for exhibiting animala to 
prospective buyers. 

All in all, the improvement ia one any 
city might pride itaelf in poaaesslng. 

Struck With a Qaa-Pipa. 
A difficulty occurred Saturday evening 
last between 6 and 7 o'clock at King & 
Fitzgerald'a camp of railroad haada in 
the West End. John Hounihan, one of 
the boBsai, said something to a boy who 
worka about tba atebka, wbaa a negro, 
known by tha aame of "Charley" inter- 
fered and stmek Hounihan on the head.
